THE TARIFF BILL PASStS BY A 
PARTY VOTE. 


Substitnte N aturalization B ill— 
Bayard on the Sam oan Affair 
—G eneral Sw aim ’a Case.

t h e SAMOAN SITUATION. 
W hat Secretary Bayard Say* R egarding 
the L atest N ews. 
W ashington, January 22d.—The dis­ 
patches from London and Berlin in regard 
to Samoan affairs, published this morning, 
were shown to Secretary Bayard this after­ 
noon, with a view of obtaining some ex­ 
pression of opinion from him on the sub­ 
ject. His attention was specially invited 
to the statements that Germany has come 
to a definite understanding wiiii the United 
States with regard to Samoa, and in re­ 
sponse he said : 
“Of course, I expect Germany to live np 
Í? .^er honorable engagements with the 
United States, but you must know there 
are matters I do not care to discnss in the 
newspapers." 
Wheu asked in regard to the policy of 
this Government, he referred to the Pres­ 
ident’s message to Congress of the 15th 
m st, and quoted from his letter to the 
German Minister dated the 12th inst., and 
which was recently published as expressive 
of his own views upon the subject. The 
Secretary also alluded to the agreement 
entered in.o between Great Britain and 
Germany in April, 1886, defining the 
boundaries of English and German domin­ 
ions in the west Pacific Ocean, in which it 
is specifically declared that the Samoan 
islands are neutral territory. The United 
States, lie explained, has no Government 
treaty with either England or Germany in 
regard to the neutrality of Samoa. There­ 
fore, if Germany has interfered with the 
neutrality of thecouDtry she has not broken 
any treaty with the United States but Las 
broken one with Great Britain. 
The fact that nothing has been recently 
received by cable from Auckland is regarded 
as evidence that the danger in the Samoan 
group is not atjtresent Bjrious. Auckland 
is the nearest cable station, 1,500 miles dis­ 
tant, and it is necessary to send news over 
by boats from Samoa. At Auckland a naval 
officer, stationed there for the purpose, 
sends messages by way of China and the 
Continental cable across Europe, and so on 
over to this country. The average time oc­ 
cupied in getting news in this way from 
Samoa is about eight days. The mail 
comes from there in about three weeks. 
Samoa does not lie in the route of the 
Australian steamers, and the mail has to be 
sent by schooners several hundred miles 
west to reach a small island at which a 
stop is made. It is then taken aboard when 
the steamer comes along, and thence to 
San Francisco. 


TRIUM PH FOR PROTKCTION. 
The R epublican 
Tariff B ill Finally 
Passed by the Senate. 
W ashington, January 22d.—The Senate 
passed the Finance Committee’s tariff bill 
at 8 o'clock this evening by a strict party 
vote—32 to 30. Senator Riddleberger an­ 
nounced that had he not been paired he 
should have voted against the measure, 
Since the discussion began quite a number 
of amendments to the measure have been 
adopted on motion of tbe Finance Com­ 
mittee. Some of these amendments in­ 
crease the i ates, and others reduce them, 
but the principle of the bill has been main­ 
tained intact. 
RATHER M IXED. 
The 
Its 
G uilford-M iller D ecision and 
Effect Upon R ailroad Grants. 
W ashington, January 22d.—When Secre­ 
tary Vilas rendered his decision in the cel­ 
ebrated Guilford-Miller case, before the 
election, he included in it several questions 
not necessarily under discussion, and 
among them was one relating to lands 
within Indian reservations. It was held 
that lands so situated belonged to railroads 
whose land grant covered the odd sections, 
and that the Indians had only tbe right of 
occupancy. When they gave np the lands 
they should go to the road. This being the 
case the road could take no indemnity for 
the lands, bat must wait until they could 
get them. The department had, pre­ 
vious to that time, held lor years 
that land within Indian reservations was 
exempted from the terms of the grant, and 
in his decision on the Omaha Railroad 
land grant Secretary Lamar held that the 
roads were entitled to indemnity for lauds 
so lost to the grantees. Under the Allot­ 
ment Act of 1887 tbe Department began to 
patent in fee to the Indians lands which, 
by the Guilford Miller decision, belonged 
to the roads. Up to this time over 100,000 
acres have been so patented. 
The attention of the Secretary was drawn 
to this inconsistency, and tbe fact nointed 
out that the roads must natural!v have 
indemnity for the lauds thus taken from 
them. Yesterday the Secretary directed 
the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office to take up this qutstion entirely 
separate from the Guilford Miller esse. 
To-day James Meuaught, counsel for the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, filed wilh the 
Commissioner sn argument in the case. 


PLEADING FOR UTAH, 
A rgum ents In Favor of Utah’s Adm 'sslou 
to Statehood. 
W ashington, January 22d.—Judge Wil­ 
son, of this city, concluded his argument 
to-day in favor of the admission of Utah 
Territory as a Sta'e of the Union, before 
the House Committee on Territories. He 
argued that when a Territory had a popu­ 
lation sufficient to entitle it "to representa­ 
tion in Congress, with other conditions in­ 
cident to a fixed population, there was a 
moral obligation resting on the Govern­ 
ment to admit that Territory as a State. 
He declared that not two per’cent, of tho 
present adult Mormon population of the 
Territory ever practiced polygamy. He 
maintained that Congress had full power to 
make such a compact with the proposed 
State as would secure the suppression of 
polygamy. If the State broke the compact 
Congress would have the power to enforce 
the terms or relegate tbe Sute back into a 
territorial condition and resume control. 
At the conclusion of Judge Wilson’s ad­ 
dress, Delegate Smith of Arizona ad­ 
dressed the committee in favor of Utah's 
admission. 
MAKING CITIZENS. 
A Substitute for A ll the H ouse N atural­ 
ization B ills. 
W ashington, January 22d.—The Oates 
Sub-Committtee on Naturalization to-day 
reported to the Judiciary Committee of the 
House a bill prepared in lieu of all others, 
amendatory of the naturalization laws. 
The provisions of the bill, briefly sUted. 
are: A requirement that an alien most re­ 
side five years in the United 8tates before 
he can become a citizen ; that at the ex­ 
piration of that timq he must appear in 
Court and prove his residence, good moral 
character and fitness for citizenship. In 
the case of the United States Courts, notice 
of his intention ninst be served npon a 
representative of the United Sutes, and 
likewise in the case of a State Court, a 
represenUtive of the Sute Government 
must be notified and attend the hearing. 
Tbe present requirement of a declaration 
of intention to become a citizen is dis­ 
pensed with. The bill will be discussed on 
Saturday. 
FRUIT BHANDT. 
Senator Stanford’s A m endm ent to the 
Tariff B ill A greed to. 
W ashington. January 22d. — Senator 
Stanford yesterday introduced the amend­ 
ment intended to be proposed to tbe tariff 
bill, providing for a tax of five cents per 
proof gallon—or wine gallon, when below 
proof—on all brandy nude exclusively from 
fruit. However, after a conference with 
the California delegation to-day, he con­ 
cluded that rather than risk getting no 
fruit brandy amendment at all he would 
not offer this amendment. In its stead be 
offered the bill which passed the Senate two 
years ago, which provides that all fruit 
brandy used for fortifying sweet w ines shall 
be free from internal revenue tax. The 
wine thus fortified is not to contain more 
than 24 per cent, of alcohol. Tbe amend­ 


ment contains a legislative provision for 
the prevention of frauds. 
Senator Stanford said that tbe amend­ 
ment had been proposed on facts furnished 
by citizens of Los Angeles as being satis­ 
factory to the wine trade. The amend­ 
ment was agreed to without division. 


GENERAL D1SPLKASUBE. 
Effect of the R efusal to R etire Judge 
A dvocate-G eneral Swatm. 
W ashington, January 22d.—The action 
of the Retiring Board, called to examine 
Judge Advocate-General Swaim for retire­ 
ment, will Dot please the President, Gen­ 
eral Swaim, nor the various candidates for 
his place, in the event of his retirement. 
Swaim is now serving out a sentence of 
twelve years' suspension on half-pav on 
the verdict of a Court-martial. His’suc­ 
cessor cannot be appointed while he is in 
the way, and he was anxious to be par­ 
doned and retired. He swore in Court 
that he was not incapacitated from per­ 
forming the duties of his office, and the 
Court therefore refused to recommend his 
retirement. General John C. Black, Com­ 
missioner of Pensions, wants^waim’s place. 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 
In the Senate. 
W ashington, January 22d.— Senator 
Dolph laid before tbe Senate a petition and 
resolution adopted at a meeting of tbe peo­ 
ple of Washington Terriiorv, held at 
Ellensburg January 3d, praying for the ad­ 
mission of that Territory with the northern 
counties of Idaho as a State. 
A letter from the Secretary of War was 
laid before the Senate containing all the 
papers on file in the department relative to 
the services of volunteers from Washing­ 
ton and Idaho Territories in the Nez Perce 
War. 
The discussion of the wool schedule in 
the tariff was resumed. 
Senator Morrill spoke in favor of the bill 
and Turpie against it. 
Reagan offered an amendment reducing 
all ihe duties on wool to 25 per cent, ad 
valorem. Rejected. 
Vance offered an amendment that no 
article in the schedule shall pay a higher 
rate than 75 per cent, ad valorem. Re­ 
jected. 
In the lumber schedule the duty on white 
pine was made $1 50 per M. 
A motion to put pine clapboards on tbe 
free list was rejected. 
Stanford offered an amendment to the 
bill heretofore introduced by him to author­ 
ize the producers of pure sweet wines, who 
are also distillers, to use, free of tax, wine 
spirits necessary to fortify such pure sweet 
wines up to an alcoholical strength of 14 
perceDt. Agreed to. 
The amendment heretofore offered by 
Brown to the rice paragraph was re­ 
jected. 
On this vote Senators Cam­ 
eron, Mitchell, Plumb and Quay voted 
with the Democrats, and Senators Bate, 
Berry, Blodgett, Cockrell, Coke, Faulkner, 
Harris, Jones of Arkansas. Reagan, Tur­ 
pie, Vest and W althall with the Republi­ 
cans. 
Allison offered an amendment (agreed 
to) repealing the provision requiring a 
stamp to be affixed to every box of im­ 
ported cigars to indicate inspection thereof 
by tbe Custom officers. 
The amendment reported from the Fi­ 
nance Committee to add to paragraph 533, 
putting rough diamonds, etc., on the free 
list, the words "and jewels to be used in 
the manufacture of watches," was agreed 
to—yeas 32, nays 27. 
Tne amendment reported from the Fi­ 
nance Committee, to paragraph 527, as to 
orarges, lemons and liuies, was agreed to. 
It increases the rate per package—accord­ 
ing to the capacity—from ten, twenty and 
forty cents to thirteen, twenty-five and fifty 
cents, and eight cents for every additional 
cubic foot to ten cents. 
Various amendments were offered and 
rejected. 
On motion of Allison the date for the 
bill to go in to effect was changed from the 1st 
of February, 1889, to tbe 1st of July, 1S89. 
There being no further amendments of- 
fertd, a vote was taken first on agreeing to 
tbe substitute, and then on the passage of 
the bill. Both votes were identical—yeas 
32, nays 30—as follows :

The Senate at 8 p. m. adjourned. 
In the H ouse. 
W ashington. January 22d.—When the 
House convened this morning there was a 
tight for jiossession of the floor by rival Ín­ 
teres: s, but the river and harbor bill was 
victorious, and consideration of that meas­ 
ure was proceeded with. 
The Secretary of the Treasury submitted 
to tbe House an estimated appropriation of 
56.000 for connecting Tillamook Rock with 
Fort Stevens (Point Adams), Or., by a cable 
and land telegraph line. Accompanying 
the report is a letter from Admiral Rowan 
recommending tbe appropriation. 
The House adjourned at 5 o’clock, hav­ 
ing accomplished but little on tbe river 
and harbor bill, owing to filibustering by 
Sowden. 
The W om an Suffragists. 
W ashington, January 22d. — At the 
morning session of the Woman Suffrage 
Convention addresses were made by Rev. 
Alexander Kent, Mrs. Caroline H. Miller, 
and Judge Kelly, of Pennsylvania. 
Airs. H. M. Shattuck spoke of tbe recent 
municipal election in Boston. Mrs. May 
Wright Sewall described the part taken by 
the women in the last campaign. 
The evening the speakers and subjects

A BA D M ESS. 
TiVe Senatorial Bribery Investigation Is 
M innesota. 
St. P au l, January 22d.—The Senate con­ 
sidered the bribery matter in a secret ses­ 
sion of two boars’ stormy duration to-day, 
and a partial report was made by them. It 
comprised charges which Senator BuckmaD, 
in an eloquent speech, said “were made by 
men whose characters would not ft ear a 
very close investigation.” Senator Ward, 
another strong Sabin man. and a member 
of the Investigating Committee, annouaoed 
that both W ashburn and Sabin had been 
implicated in the charges made, and he 
would vote for neither. 
The substance of tbe partial report by the 
Committee is that one man has been offered 
a good Government position if he would 
vote for Sabin. Another claimed to have 
been offered $l,0CO ovcie for ¡Washburn, 
while a third said tbe W ashburn men gave 
him wine until he was so drnuk he did not 
know whether he received any money or 
not. The Senate is in executive session 
again this evening. 
A MIDNIGHT SENSATION. 
St. P au l, January 22d.—The Senate con­ 
vened in secret session this eveuing, aud 
another big batch of testimony was sub­ 
mitted and debated. Senator E.-tts created 
a sensation by testifying that he was ap­ 
proached by Senator Buckman, Sabin’s 
chief manager, who offered him a bribe to 
vote for Sabin in caucus. Estes refused. 
Buckman, who is a small, lame man, 
jumped to his feet, his face livid with rage. 
He replied that he would cram the lie 
down Estes’ throat. Estes made no re­ 
sponse. 
Later the doors were thrown open and 
nominations made. A ballot was reached 
near midnight, when Washburn received 
24 votes, Wilson 2 and Nelson 1. Ad­ 
journed.

A PERFECT TIGRESS. 
Som e Light Thrown on the Character ot 
Mrs. Rawson. 
Chicago, January 22d.—Some sensational 
testimony waM introduced to-day during 
the trial of Mrs. Rawson for the shooting 
of her husband’s attorney in a Courtroom 
last summer. It was in the nature of the 
taking of the evidence on which the Grand 
Jury indicted Mrs. Rawson, and included 
the story of a former detective named 
Hogan, w heat one time was in Mrs. Raw- 
son’s employ and asserted that be lelt her 
because she wanted him to put banker 
Rawson out of the way by patting poison 
in a bottle of gin from which the banker 
used to drink at night. 
Hogan asserts that Mrs. Rawson told 
him that if he would not kill Rawson she 
would send for Lee. her former husband, 
and the father of Ralph Lee—who shot 
bankei Rawson down in front of a church 
—to do the deed. 
Testimony was also introduced to show 
that Mrs. Rawson was a woman of exceed­ 
ingly violent temper, and addicted to the 
use of liquor and profane language. A Mrs. 
Hamilton, who lived wilh Mrs. Rawson 
before she married tbe banker, said the de­ 
fendant swore terribly because Rawson did 
not pay her sou Ralph, who was at the 
time a clerk in the bank, a larger salary. 
Sbe said, the Hamilton woman testified, 
that she would get even with the old 
Spoopendyke. She would marry him, 
make his money fly, and then get rid of 
him. 
AN IDIOTIC PRANK. 
Fatal R esult of an Old Practical Joke at 
a Veterans- H om e. 
E rie (Pa.), January 22d.—At the Penn­ 
sylvania Soldiers' and Sailors' Home in 
this city yesterday, as the inmates were 
seating themselves at the dinner table, a 
man named McQuitilan, in sport, pulled 
tbe chair away in which Louis Bacheler 
was about to seat himself. Bacheler fell 
on the floorin a sitting posture, and streams 
of blood gushed from his mouth and nos­ 
trils. He rnptnred several blood vessels, 
and almost before he could be lifted up be 
was dead before the eyes of his horrified 
comrades. McQuinlan, who is distracted 
over the tragedy, has been committed to 
jail.

TEE EXHIBITION CONVENTION. 


T he London E xhibition 
Convention 
held its second session yesterday, sitting in 
th is city. 
T he organization is a compact 
body of earnest, public-spirited, represent­ 
ative men, who are prompted by purposes 
th a t look to the conservation of the best 
interests of all the people of the State. The 
body has been entirety harm onious in its 
a;’!ion, and this fact proves how strong is 
th e conviction among these citizens that 
th e success of the effort to open up new 
and enlarged markets for California pro­ 
ducts is essential to the well-being of every 
industry* in the State, and to very manv of 
th e largest, their further existence ; that 
unless this is done speedily the lim it of 
disposition of California products will be 
reached, and a sudden and disastrous check 
be given to our productive prosperity. 
It 
is not recalled th at ever before in the his­ 
tory of the State has there l>een such una­ 
nim ity of sentim ent among th e represent­ 
ative people of California upon any com­ 
m ercial proposition as exists in regard to 
th e proposed London exhibit. 
The econ­ 
omy and wisdom of the outlay asked for 
has been indorsed by the Convention, and 
th a t after m ature deliberation and long 
consultation with the people, for the sub- 


je. : m atter has been prom inent in public 
debate for many weeks, and expression 
concerning it has been unrestricted. 
W e 
are therefore justified in accepting the de­ 
cision of the Convention as the calm ex­ 
pression of w hat the people generally wish 
done, and willi which the Legislature 
should, and we believe will comply. 
It can scarcely be said with any degree 
o f :;race th at the representative men who 
compose the Convention th at organized 
some tim e ago and assembled for the 
second tim e yesterday, do not know the 
■needs of the State, are not conversant 
w ith present conditions, and do not re­ 
alize w hat is necessary to secure for our 
products such consumption as will make 
diversified soil cultivation more general, 
m aintain the values of land, encourage 
sm all fanning, and reward the industries 
of all the State, which unerringly testify 
bv their fluctuations to the degree of pros­ 
perity which our producers enjoy. 
These 
m en know j>erfeetly well th at new outlets 
m ust be found for our products, if produc­ 
tion is to he made rem unerative; that 
th e trade center of the world is the spot 
of all others to place examples of our pro­ 
ducts, and secure for them the attention 
th a t must 
[«recede 
their 
introduction 
abroad; th at such placing must be in at­ 
tractive surroundings and graced by all 
m anner of illustrations relating to our 
State that appeal to the»fancy and the 
im agination; that a I/ondon exhibition 
m ust be of a character to “draw” the 
106,000 strangers from all parts of Europe 
who daily [«our through 1/m don; that 
these 
people, 
viewing 
the 
California 
Exhibition, will become acquainted with 
ou r products, and thus prepare the way for 
a demand that will give us the tables of 
all Europe for our consumers. 
No meager sum will do the S tatejus 
tire in arranging a proper London Kxjio- 
sitiun, it m ust l»e of such outlay distrib­ 
uted over two year's of maintenance, as 
w ill command attention, not merely solicit 
it. 
We must, as Professor llilg ard so well 
p u t it yesterday, find larger markets, or 
lim it production. 
If we are not prepared 
to accept the latter condition then the 
only question rem aining is one of method 
and outlay, and as to those we have before 
us the examples of Spain, Italy, Fram e 
and Denmark and th eir lavish expenditure 
from which to draw lessons of wisdom. 
T hey did not by their exhibitions appeal 
to commercial London, nor do we need to 
do so alone; that interest can l«e otherwise 
reached; the appeal must he to the world 
-of travel which will carry al«out the earth 
knowledge of our productions th at caunot 
otherw ise be disseminated for a decade, 
and in 
the 
meantime the 
lim it 
of 
our home m arket will have been reached 
and passed. 
T he question is not now “do we need a 
larger m a rk e t? ” Thai issottled em phatic­ 
ally in the affirmative. 
So, too, it is 
agreed that the European consumers arc 
th e customers for our products most easily 
reached and mo-t desirable. 
Likewise, it 
is undisputed that the floo<l-tide of the 
world’s trade and the m id-current of its 
travel sweep through I/ondon, and that 
there is the place of all others in which to 
rea< h, by means of attractive and convinc­ 
ing object lessons, the European consum­ 
ers. 
T he remaining questions are tliere- 
{■ i<- those of deta«! only. 
1/et them l«e 
resolved in a spirit in keeping with the 
im m ensity of the interests involved, mid 
th e undeniable jieril th at 
hangs over 
th :u. 
A niggard [«olicy now will prove 
tl 
nnwisest and most deplorable coon- 
<>• «y presently. 
T he hour in which to 
st ' c is the present, when we have the 
C | s ity to supply, and the pioducing sec- 
ll us of the Old W orld arc retrograding, 
f . ¡ social, political and other reasons tliat 
do not. and never can, affect the owner­ 
ship of land and its profitable possession 
in the U nited .States. 
If we wait we may 
h rc ihe turn of the tide th at sets our way; 
if we launch iqxin it a shallop, we will l»e 
overlooked end ignored; if we breach tlie 
current with a bark worthy of our State 
laden as it should lie by representa­ 
tion of every industry, curiosity and a t­ 
tractive and illustrative feature of Califor­ 
nia, we will command success for our ven­ 
ture. 


A VITALLY IMPORTANT MATTER. 


A member of the Young Men’s Demo­ 
cratic 1-cague of San Francisco writes to 
th e K :■ OKD-Union concerning this papcr'H 
attitu d e towards the Federated Trades' 
election reform bill. 
It should l«e pro 
m '-cd th at the “ I-cague” is a reform or­ 
ganization, an 1 we have no reason w hat 
ever to doubt its sincerity, or that it is 
lal«oring ‘or any other end than the purifi­ 
c a ro n of ¡olitical methods and the l«est 
interests of the people, >n its antagonism 
to bossisru and it- endeavors to [«revent 
ballot-box stuffing, vote buying and general 
corruption in election;.. 
O ur correspondent assures us that the 
League committee hav.ng the bill in ques­ 
tion under con .let ration concurs in the 


objections raised by the R ecord-U xion to ] 
«Section 15, requiring the ballots and their i 
stubs to be numbered. We are gratified to 1 
thus learn that other minds have discov­ 
ered in that provision the danger we had 
[«oiuted out. 
Denial may be confidently 
challenged of the fact that there are scores 
of men in every community whose memo­ 
ries are so trained in retentiveness, that in 
delivering the 200 numbered ballots pro­ 
vided for from bound stubs, they will be 
able to remember with precision and recall 
the names of from twenty-five to fifty 
electors and the numbers of the ballots 
they cast. 
Any good whist player would 
l»e able to easily recall the numbers of a 
dozen numbered ballots out of the 200 and 
who voted them. 
It is improbable that 
the bosses desire knowledge of how more 
than from twelve to fifty electors out of 
each group of 200 vote. That knowledge 
could easily be conveyed to them despite 
any penal provision*, intended to insure 
secrecy. 
In short, the numbering provis­ 
ion is not at all necessary to prevent ille­ 
gal voting. 
A device can be originated 
that will enable the inspector to identify 
the ballot offered as genuine, which will 
not fix the identity of the voter upon the 
ballot, and that is all that is necessarv. 
Precisely the same objections attach to 
the proposition in Section 21, requiring 
the ballot clerk, as he hands the elector a 
ballot when entering the voting booth, to 
write his name upon the ballot. 
But our 
“League” correspondent thinks that there 
is very little if any danger in that, or of 
invasiou of the sacreduess of the secrecy of 
the ballot, trespass upon which strikes at the 
root of our liberties; he insists that one 
cannot easily change his signature as to 
make it a means of identification. 
As 
opposed to this official of the League a bank 
clerk of loug standing, to whom that propo­ 
sition was submitted, replies that nothing 
is easier; that any man competent to be a 
ballot clerk can, for one class of voters or 
more, finish his signature in such a man­ 
ner or write it in such a positi on. with 
perfect facility, as to identify all ballots 
of that or of several classes. 
Very rarely, 
indeed, does any man write his name six 
or seven times consecutively exactly alike. 
There is nothing in the bill under discus­ 
sion to require the signature to be uniform 
or to appear in precisely the same position 
on each ballot and each stub. 
An old 
actuary accustomed to all the niceties of 
penmanship; declares to us that a ballot 
clerk could easily be taught methods of 
signing that would enable him to readily 
identify fifty out of every hundred ballots 
if it was to his interest to do so. 
“Put,” says our San Francssco corre­ 
spondent, “the clerk’s name or initial 
marks are on the back of the ballot, and 
as counting goes on rapidly no op|«ortunity 
is given for identification.” 
The obvious 
reply to this ingenious argument is, that 
the ballot is handled deliberately when 
taken from the box and opened; it is 
passed to another, who occupies from one 
to three minutes in reading it, and most 
frequently holds it so that its hack may be 
seen ; is is then passed to a “stringer,” 
who 
always 
takes 
his 
time 
in 
stringing; the ballots next go into the 
possession 
of 
officials, 
who tuay 
or 
may not examine them, as interest prompts; 
they are next liable to the process of re­ 
counting in open Court where lawyers may 
examine them deliberately and a full in­ 
spection of them be had—in short, the 
opportunities to identify a ballot with the 
voter are as numerous as the ways of a 
[«olitical corruptionist are dark, devious 
aud ingenious. The bosses do not desire so 
frequently to identify the individual, as 
they do classes of voters, and under the 
proposed system they could very easily 
accomplish that end. 
The secret y of the baliot can be secure 
and the stuffing of 
the 
ballot-boxes 
or their invasion prevented, by omission of 
the numbering and indorsing, as effectually 
as with those processes. 
Let the ballots 
issue only from Governmental offices, and 
l«e bound in stub books as proposed by the 
bill. 
Let them he so printed and with 
such design that severance will leave a 
part of the design upon the stub; let no 
other ballot be voted than that handed to 
the elector by the election board, and 
torn from the stub book; let the ballot lie 
so printed—as may easily be done—that 
counterfeiting will be next to impassible. 
W ith such precautions, clean 
precinct 
registers, a small 
group of voters 
in 
each precinct, the private booth for the 
elector in which to mark his ballot to indi­ 
cate hLs [«reference, and it will be inq«ossi- 
ble to stuff' the ballot-liox or defeat the 
free will of the voter except by collusion 
of officials along the whole line from the 
Secretary of State down to the ballot clerk. 
Whatever is .done—and the need for re­ 
formatory activity is great—let it not he 
said that the laws of California have taken 
from any elector his sacred right to alone 
lie possessed of the knowledge of how he 
voles, and repose the knowledge in another 
without the voter’s consent.

A trocities That F olly Equal Those o l the 
London Fiend. 
N ew Y obk. January 22J.—The crews of ■ 
various sttam ers plying between this city - 
and Kingston, Jam aica, are telling fearful 
stories of crimes comm itted in Spanish- 
town, a village near Kingston, which, to 
their mind9, unquestionably indicate that 
“Jack, the Ripper,” has gone’from England 
to Jam aica. The first of the series of dia­ 
bolical and m ysterious m urders took place, 
so the sailors say, on November 28th, in St! 
Catherine’s parish, a few miles distant from 
Spauishtown. The victim was a negress of 
the lowest and most vicious class, whose 
nam e has never been discovered. She was 
found early in the m orning lying in a fence 
corner by the roadside with 'her throat cut 
from ear to ear, and her cheeks, nose aud 
forehead slashed in a m anner to indicate it 
to be the work of a skillful butcher. 
Her 
clothing, as in the case of nearly ail the 
W hitechapel murders, bad been thrown 
over her head, and the little crowd which 
had gathered there upon the discovery of 
the body were horrified to see that it had 
been m utilated exactly as had been done 
in the London cases. 
If anything further has been needed to 
m ake the horror-stricken crowd attribute 
the crime to the W hitechapel fiend it was 
fouxd in a card pinned to the unfortunate's 
body by the blade of a sm all pen-knife. 
The card bore this inscription: 
“Jack, the 
Ripper. Fourteen more, then I quit.’’ 
On the m orning of December 13th, in a 
field, lying by and partially concealed 
under an old shed, was found a second 
body. In this ca3e the woman was a notor 
ions creature of the lowest order, a negress 
called “ Wag.” The wounds were of the 
same nature as those inflicted on the olher. 
A third body was found on the Friday 
before New Year’s Day, 
The scene of 
this third m urder was about midway 
between the places where the former dis­ 
coveries were made, and the 3ailors insist 
that the crime was in every way analogous 
to the others. 
There are comparatively few women of 
this class about Kingston or Spanishtown, 
but those who do live there are in a state 
of ahject terror. 
The m urderer has eluded 
the authorities.

IMPROVEMENT O F T H E SACRAMENTO AND FEATHER* 
Mr. Greely offered a concurrent resolution re­ 
questing Congress to appropriate one million 
dollars for the improvement of the navigation of 
the Sacramento and Feather rivers, which was 
referred to the Committee on Mines, Drainage 
and Mining. The resolution is as follows : 
Senate Joint Resolution, relative to requesting 
Congress to make an appropriation of 81,000,000 
for ihe improvement of navigation ou the Sac­ 
ramento and Feather rivers in California, from 
the head of navigation on the Sacramento river, 
at St. Johns, and from the head of navigation 
on Feather river, at Marysville, said Feather 
river being a tributary of Sacramento river, to 
San Francisco bay. 
W h e r e a s , During the past thirty-eight years 
the tributaries to the Sacramento aud Feather 
nvere have been, by permission of the United 
States, used for mining to such an extent that 
said rivers, at one time the most magnificent in 
all California, and suitable for navigation for a 
distance of 200 miles, have been practically 
ruined; and whereas, the great output of gold 
during said time amounting to more than 81,­ 
000,000,000, though of immense benefit to the 
Government and the people of the United 
States, has been, in addition to the natural ero­ 
sion, one of the direct causes complained of: 
and whereas, the commercial value of said 
rivers for navigation is almost inestimable, not 
only because of the cities and towns situated 
along the banks, but also because the lands on 
both sides, for nearly the entire distance, are of 
the finest alluvium, with a productive capacity 
that cannot tc excelled; and whereas, the 
use of 
said 
rivers iu the 
m anner 
com­ 
plained of and their consequent filling there­ 
from during the period refeircd to, have, in a 
great measure, prevented the reclamation of 
hundreds of thousands of acres of low land, 
known as tule lands, lying further back from 
the banks of said rivers than the alluvial lands, 
which, notw.thstanding the said injury,can be 
reclaim ed; and whereas, hydraulic mining, 
which has been largely instrumental in causing 
the destruction of said rivers for navigation, has 
ceased to exist, therefore be it 
Resolved, by the Senate, the Assembly concur­ 
ring, That our Senators aud Representatives in 
Congress be and they are hereby requested to 
use all honorable means to procure an appropri­ 
ation from Congress in the sum of one million 
dollars, to be expended in the restora ion of the 
navigation of the said Sacramento and Feather 
rivers, from the heads ot navigation respect­ 
ively, to the bay of San Francisco; and De it 
further 
Resolved, That his Excellency, the Governor 
of the State of California, be and he is hereby- 
requested to forward a copy of this preamble 
and resolutions to each of the Senators and 
Representatives iu Congress of this State, dulv 
attested by him.

Short SU tches in Tim e. 
W hen there is a crack in the stove it 
can be mended by m ixing ashes and salt 
with water. 
W hen clothes are scorched, remove the 
stain by placing the garm ent where the 
sun can shine on it. 
Steel may be bronzed by covering it 
w ith olive oil and exposing it to the steam 
of a kettle of boiling water. 
Starched shirts will iron easier if you 
let them dry after starching, so you will 
have to sprinkle them before ironing. 
M ilk, if put in an earthen jar, or even 
the can, will keep sweet for a long tim e if 
well wrapped in a wet cloth. 
The wings of turkeys, geese and chick­ 
ens are good to wash and clean windows, 
as they leave no dust or lint, as cloth. 
To brighten the inside of a coffee-pot or 
a tea-pot, fill with water, add a small piece 
of soap, and let it boil about forty-five 
minutes. 
To remove grease from wall-paper, lay 
several folds of blotting paper on the spot, 
and hold a hot iron near it until the grease 
is absorbed. 
Always remove the contents of tin cans 
the moment they are opened. 
It is pos­ 
itively dangerous to leave canned goods in 
the open air. 
P u t a few ears of corn in the oven and 
let them rem ain until reduced to charcoal. 
Feed this to the fowls and notice the in­ 
creased egg production. 
An excellent furniture polish for every­ 
thing but a piano is made by m ixing three 
parts of alcohol shellac varnish w ith one 
part of boiled linseed oil. Shake well, and 
rub briskly w hile applying.—Exchange.

AND BALMY TROPICS. 


T h e Conquest o f C en tra l A m erica 
a n d th e H istory an d G overn ­ 
m en t o f N icaragu a. 


[Special Correspondence of the Reoord-Union ] 


Leon (Nicarauga), January 12. 1S89. 
Since the fiat has gone forth that a blue* 
eyed race is again to invade Central 
America—this tim e not of L atin but of 
Anglo-Saxon origin, not with swords and 
crucifixes and the diabolical inventions of 
the Inquisition, but peaceful conquistadores, 
whose weapons are books and newspapers, 
plowshares, locomotives and im plem ents 
of industry—it liehooves us, who belong 
to the conquering horde, to post ourselves 
on the history of our new possessions. 
The term 
“ manifest destiny” is no 
longer a m yth 
of 
enthusiasts, and a 
prophetic eye is not needed to discern the 


victory for the former. 
By the Constitu­ 
tion of ’58 Nicaragua is governed by a 
President, who is supposed to be elected 
by universal suffrage, and holds his office 
THE W EIRD four years. 
Politically, the Executive is 
almost w ithout power, having neither vote 
nor veto in critical cases. 
But in point of 
fact, he who controls the arm y (which is 
generally he who can get his hand into 
the treasury) controls the country by a 
power more potent than votes or vetos. 
There are two legislative chambers, the 
Senate and House of 
Representatives. 
Both houses of Congress being chosen on 
th e same ticket, their deliberating in 
separate chambers is a farce; for not only 
is everything cut and dried beforehand 
according to the sovereign will of the 
leaders, but the absolute majority of the 
whole body, voting in joint meeting, carries 
every point. 
The Liberal Congress of 1851 formulated 
a 
Constitution 
which the 
Nicaragua 
Congress of 1858 had a right to adopt or 
reject. 
It did neither, but altered its en­ 
tire text, till its original identity was so 
completely lost th at its own fathers could 
not recognize it, then voted that it was 
the same, and adopted it by an over­ 
whelming majority, while the people rent 
the air with joyous vivas for the glorious 
Republic of Nicaragua. 
The said Constitution guarantees libertv 
of speech and of the press, and promise- to 


will be one vast republic under a common 
Government. 
I t is but the survival of the 
fittest, as illustrated over and over in the 
history of nations since the world began. 
As was the case w ith Florida, Texas and 
California, it is but a question of time 
when the effete descendants of the Monte- 
zumas and the Spanish colonists must come 
out from the shadow of centuries into the 
sunlight of progress, shake off' th eir leth­ 
argy and superstition and become “Am er­ 
icanized” in the truest sense of the worth 
Nicaragua—the present objective point 
of the new conquest of peace—has a check­ 
ered story. H er earlier history is involved 
in the deepest obscurity ; but th at power­ 
ful nations once lived here—before Christ 
was 
born, 
before the 
Pyram ids were 
builded, before the island A tlantis sank 
in mid-ocean, and th at great disaster gave 
rise to traditions of an universal deluge— 
is attested by their ruined temples and 
palaces, above which m ighty forests have 
grown. 
According to Señor Guarros, the G uate­ 
malan historian, Nicaragua was discovered 
in the year 1514, by Don Pedro Arias de 
Avila. 
This enterprising Spaniard, who 
had already made him self Governor of 
Panama, fitted out an expedition during 
th at year, to the “ South Sea,” as the Pa­ 
cific was then called; and, returning by 
land to Panama, he passed this portion of 
Central America. 
Five years later his 
brother—Don Gil Gonzales de A vila—by 
virtue of an agreement entered into w ith 
the Spanish m onarch, fitted out another 
and more numerous expedition, which 
sailed northwest from Panam a. 
They dis­ 
embarked in the G ulf of Nicoya, and, 
making their way eastward by land, dis­ 
covered N icaragua’s great inland sea, and 
“ converted,” (so their records say) many 
of the Indian caciques to the Catholic 
iaith. 
It is to be feared, however, that their 
method of conversion would hardly stand 
the test of latter day investigation—it be­ 
ing merely to demolish the temples of the 
wondering natives, to knock down the 
idols their fathers had worshiped, and set 
up a new one iu the form of a cross, com­ 
pelling the terrified people to bow down 
before it and be baptized. 
But, at any 
rate, they seldom failed to thoroughly con­ 
vert all the available wealth of the coun­ 
try to their own possession. 
Among the Indian caciques 'th u s hastily 
Christianized was one whose name was 
y ir amo, and, being a powerful chief w ith 
many followers, the conquerors gave his 
name to the great lake near which he 
dwelt and to all the adjacent region. 
W hatever may have been N icaragua’s 
original name it died with the conquered, 
and in Spanish mouths K ing Nicarao’s cog­ 
nomen soon became Nicaragua.

Americans are still intensly’Roman Catho­ 
lic, and none but th at religion is publicly 
tolerated, the priesthood 110 longer exer­ 
cise the unlim ited control of the past over 
the 
souls, bodies 
and estates of their 
parishioners. 
Though Nicaragua’s form of government 
is much like that of Los Edados Unidos del 
Xorte, as they call the land of the Stars and 
Stripes—unfortunately for the governed, 
ite whole theory is opposed to stability. 
N ot only h as the ancient system of tithes 
been abolished—of which it used to cost 
about four-fifths to collect the rem ainder— 
but the Government seems bent on repeal­ 
ing every other tax that now yields a cent 
income, excise ol all kinds beiiig regarded 
as a relic of barbarism. 
The plan is to 
assess taxes on incomes that exceed a cer­ 
tain amount only—thus putting ]>overt_v at 
a premium in tl;¿- modern Acadia, letting 
the vagabond go scot free.

A group of prom inent Republicans had 
gathered about an open grate fire at the 
headquarters of the N ational Republican 
League a few evenings ago, when in some 
mysterious m anner the conversation drifted 
from politics into a discussion of strange 
m ental phenomena.

I wish to put myself on record 
in saying I never saw such warm-hearted 
friendliness as exhibited in Americans 
whom I met abroad. 
1 may say I did not 
know most of them, but it made n'j difier- 
ence. 
T hey recognized me, and after the 
shoulder slapping and hand shaking, they 
would urge me to accept a more substan­ 
tial hospitality in a neighboring cafe. 
A fter I was abroad a year I accepted these 
cordial meetings as a m atter of course, and 
they became a natural part of my seeing 
an American. 
“F inally I drifted back to America, and 
again took up my home across the Eastern 
Branch, and occasionally drove in the city 
and indulged in a walk down Pennsylvania 
avenue. 
As the year grew older many of 
the tourists 1 had seen abroad appeared on 
the avenue, and remembering our cordial 
greetings in Europe, I’d look to catch 
their eyes. 
But, curious to say, the shop 
windows seemed to have such attractions 
for them on such occasions, or perhaps a 
fine team would come tearing down from 
the Treasury, or some vague point of 
interest would suddenly loom up on the 
other side of the avenue—they never saw 
me. Now, they always saw me first in Lon­ 
don and Paris, but here it seems different. 
I was the first and often the only one to 
recognize an 
acquaintance; 
and when 
there would be a m utual recognition it 
would be one merely made known by a 
nod of the head. 
It struck me as being 
odd ; and this is the queer phenomenon to 
account for which 
I 
have lain awake 
many a night thinking and cudgelling my 
brain. 
I have now concluded th a t it is 
due to the difference between London fog 
and Paris sunshine and our fogs anti our 
sunshine; but, gentlemen,” said .Mr. Doug­ 
lass, in concluding, as he pushed his chair 
back from the warm glow of the log fire, 
and a light broke in on the attentive

The Object o f th e Process i>mt 11» Keeulte 
f-'onfttdereU. 
The Society ,>f Pharm acy of Bordeaux 
some tim e ago appointed a committee to 
examine into the sub ect of

is a process in which plaster-of"Paris is 
added to witte both to clarify and preserve 
it. 
T he effect of wine thus treated upon 
its consumers has long l<een a m atter of 
doubt, some authorities regarding it as 
harmless, while others believe that such 
wine was injurious to health. 
The con­ 
clusions of this committee are as fol!uw>: 
1. In the present state of viticulture in 
the south of France ami in Algeria, the 
plastering of wines in the matth is almost 
always necessary, in order to give th e 
wint^ the marketable qualities sought af­ 
ter by consumers, 
2. Facts are w anting to show that p las­ 
tered wines are injurious to health. -

experience of the many strangers who are

methodical experim ents by learned bodies, 
show that potassium sulphate in the pro­ 
portion of sixty grain to the liter of

produces no appreciable effect on the 
ous functions of the economy. 
4. The plastering of wines in the nush 
to the extent of producing this proportion 
of potassium sulphate may I»' authorized 
uutil facts rigorously deduced from exten­ 
sive scientific experim ents show the d ’.ti­ 
gers or inconveniences of this amount as 
regards the public health. 
The Academy of Medicine, thro . : ,i 
committee, has been investigating the 
same subject, and its conclusions arc as 
follows :

preserving. 
4. Considering that, if potassium sul- 
t-i; :te is a natural constituent ot pure 
wines, it never exists in them in a propor­ 
tion above 60 centigrams to the liter, as 
analysis shows; that it has not been di­ 
rectly proved th at potassium sulphate, 
even in the proportion of two grams to the 
liter of wine, lias any noxious influence on 
health, but that it is necessary to fix the 
m axim um of potassium sulphate which m.tv, 
w ithout appreciable danger, be produced 
in wiue by plastering—the Commission is 
of the opinion that tlie presence of potas­ 
sium sulphate in the wines of commerce, 
whatever may be its origin, ought not to 
be tolerated beyond the maximum lim it 
of two grants to the liter. 
T he Commis­ 
sion urges that the regulation formerly in 
use should be carried out strictly.—Sc:< re.

that made them ‘ as one public .State.’ Dr. 
Leonard Bacon has described tfic docu­ 
m ent as ‘ th e first example in history of a 
w ritten Constitution—a distinct organic 
law, constituting a governm ent and defin­ 
ing its powers.’ 
Dr. Palfrey, the eminent 
historian, says of it th a t for nearly one 
hundred and eighty years it secured ‘n de­ 
gree of social order and happiness such as

it assuages thirst like other water, when 
melted in the mouth it has the opposite 
effect. 
To render this paradox more strik­ 
ing, we have only to remember that ice, 
which melts more slowly in the mouth, is 
very efficient in allaying thirst.— Black- 
irout s Magazine.

give you the answer before the echoes of 
your voice in propounding the question 
have fully dietl away. H e cannot read, he 
cannot write. 
H e does not know one 
figure from another, and yet m entally, by 
the gift which he possesses, he can solve 
any problem submitted to him.

A. Correspondent "Who Thinks This 
is Taking One Step Too Far‘‘•for 
the Dear People.” 


E ds. R bcoíSj-Unio n: 
Permit me to 
call your attention to a bill lately intro­ 
duced in thetíenate, to furnish the children 
of the schecls with text-books,‘free of cost. 
No doubt th e author of the bill acted in 
good faith, and, as he thought, for the best 
interest -Gf the State. 
This ‘bill, at first 
sight, leaks plausible, and is likely to meet 
with the approbation of those who read it 
over in a casual way. 
But, if properly di­ 
gested, it will be seen that it is a mis­ 
chievous bill, one that will, should it be­ 
come a law, involve the State in an 
enormous and unnecessary expense; and 
this, not only for one year, but for all time, 
as long as it remains in the Statutes. 
Perhaps there is not one man in the State 
this moment, nay, one member of the Leg­ 
islature, who can toll what it will cost, 
should 
this 
bill 
become a 
law, 
to 
furnish 
text-books 
free of charge to 
all 
the children attending the public 
schools. 
It Is true that the statistics 
give the number of children attending 
these schools, and the books necessary for 
their use, together with the cost of ma­ 
terial and labor in the getting up of them. 
How then, con it be said that it is impos­ 
sible now to tell what it will cost the 
State to supply them free of cost? 
W hat 
is to prevent the State, having all these facts 
before her, from ascertaining at a glance, 
the expense involved in this undertaking ? 
Your correspondent admits that the State 
knows the number of children attending 
tier schools, and also the cost ef material 
and labor iu getting up these books; but 
does she know, should she assume the re­ 
sponsibility of furnishing them, free of 
cost, to her children, how many thousand 
of them she shall need annually? She 
does not know this, nor can anyone at 
present give her this information. This 
is at present a mystery, which time, and 
time 
only, can 
unravel. 
At present, 
children must get 
money from their 
parents to purchase 
their 
text-books, 
and, if they tear or lose them, they 
mnst 
apply 
again 
to their 
parents 
for money to replace them. They know 
that in calling on their parents a second 
time for money for this purpose they run 
the risk of incurring their displeasure, and, 
iu many cases, of exposing themselves to 
corporal punishment. This, of itself, makes 
them careful not to lose or destroy them. 
Parents themselves, having to supply the 
necessary funds for the purchase of "these 
books, exercise a certain salutary supervi­ 
sion over their children in the use of 
them, and, in many cases, after some have 
passed on to higher grades, they preserve 
their books for those who are coming 
after. 
But let the State assume the re­ 
sponsibility of furnishing these books free 
of cost to all the children of the schools 
and what will be the result? W ill school­ 
children, knowing that they can have these 
books free of oost, be as careful of them as 
they now are ? They will not, and it would 
be the hight of folly toexpect this of them. 
W ill parents themselves, not having to 
furnish 
the 
necessary 
funds 
for 
the purchase of the books, exercise the 
same salutary 
supervision over 
their 
children, in the treatment of them, that 
they now do? They will not. 
The result 
then will be that these text-books, if fur­ 
nished free of cost to the children, will not 
receive the proper care at their hands, but 
will, in many cases, be found on the side­ 
walks, in the play-grounds and wood-sheds; 
yes, and perhaps where the Bible, when 
furnished gratis by the Bible Tract So­ 
ciety, was often found. 
It is an old and 
true saying that what we get free of cost 
without labor is not appreciated by us, 
and in the matter of text-books, should 
the bill in question become a law, this say­ 
ing will be surely verified. 
Hence, your 
correspondent is safe 111 saying that no" one 
can now tell how much it will cost the 
State to furnish the number of books 
that 
will 
he 
needed 
under 
such 
a 
law. 
Moreover, suppose 
there is 
no danger of 
the 
abuses 
to which 
your correspondent refers ever occurring, 
supjiose his apprehensions are not well 
founded; is it n o ta short-sighted policy 
on the jiart of the State to assume a re­ 
sponsibility which, projierly speaking, be­ 
longs to parents? It is as much, in a 
measure, the duty o f parents to provide 
school-books for their children, when their 
means permit it, as it is to provide clothes 
for them. 
As well, then, might the State 
assume the rcs]ionsibility of providing 
articles of dres. , free of cost, for all the 
children of her schools as school-books. If 
our statesmen an l legislators go on much 
longer progressing, or rather tinkering in 
school matters, the next hill we shall hear 
of being introduced in the Legislature will 
be “ an Act to authorize the School Di­ 
rectors of the cities and counties of this 
State to furnish daily, free of cost, hot 
lunches for the children of the schools, 
buses to take then' to and from school in 
wet weather, and marbles and dolls for the 
girls and boys to play with.'’ 
AVhen the State provides school-build- 
in gs, furniture, fuel and teachers for her 
children, and free school books for those 
who cannot afford to pay for them, she has 
done her duty, her whole duty, in the 
matter of education. 
But, when she goes 
farther than thie, when she assumes a re- 
s[>onsihility which proj>erly belongs to 
parents, she is then stepping 011 slippcry 
ground, she is pursuiug an unwise policy, 
and is thus imposing on her taxpayers an 
unwise burden. 
There are many other worthy objects to 
which the present Legislature might direct 
its attention and «jetead its generosity, 
with aredit to itself ami advantage to the 
State. 
A hill making , more liberal appro­ 
priations for the proper housing and care 
of her insane, her deaf, dumb and blind, 
her aged and infirm, would be inore in 
keeping with good statesmanship and sound 
public policy, than a hill to furnish school 
books freeof cost to children whose parents 
can affbed to purchase them 
Your correspondent firmly believes that 
if the precent Ivegislatwre will make projier 
provision.for the above ami other charities 
there wih! he little left ¿11 the fútate Treas­ 
ury for the supplying of .five books to the 
children of the schools. T h e. duty of the 
State is tc help those «who cannot helj: 
themselves,.ind have no one res|>onsible 
f ir their support and care, and. there is no 
doubt hut Ah at the proper provision for 
and care of these worthy objects .rill tax 
her to her utmost just now 
To these she 
has the right ¿o lie liberal, hat she .has no 
right, as has been already staled, to.ft*unie 
a responsibility which, properly specking, 
belongs to parents, one which they have 
met iu the pa*! w ithout murmur, a'at! will 
meet in future, i -’ left to themselves.!» do 
to.

Think for a moment ’ W hat is the prime 
function—the reason of existence indeed— 
of government; if it be not that of judg­ 
ing, and decreeing, and executing justice 
fthe only basis 0? peace) between its citi­ 
zens? And fo« what purpose do we divest 
ourselves of a portion of our property in 
form of a tax, if not to secure this end ? If 
instead of this the learned Senator wonld 
bring in a bill, or better still, educate his 
constituents up to the point of demanding 
free Courts, wherein justice may not be de­ 
nied (for poverty), nor sold (for fees), nor 
delayed (for the convenience and profit -of 
a class), nor defeated (by the fraudulent use 
of exemption laws), he would prove him­ 
self to be in line with the progress of the 
age, instead of as now, with his face turned 
backward. 
I know that some say : If the Courts 
were free litigation would increase, and 
vexatious and frivolous suits be multiplied. 
This is a matter which only experience can 
demonstrate. For myself I do not believe 
it. But suppose it should increase litiga­ 
tion and taxation, what then ? Better that 
we spend our money in establishing justice 
than in maintaining prisons and alms­ 
houses and insane asylums, which in many 
•cases are, indirectly at least, made requisite 
by umedressed grievances. And again, is 
it not comparatively easy to provide checks 
against frivolous and malicious prosecu­ 
tions, as in the case of other misdemeanors? 
Custom, class prejndicies and class inter­ 
ests blind us to absurdities in our institu­ 
tions, which, if viewed from without by a 
stranger, would be seen at a glance. 
But I 
venture to say that all thinking men will, 
upon due consideration, come to the con­ 
clusion that instead of additional obstacles 
being placed in the way of securing the aid 
of the Courts in obtaining redress of griev­ 
ances, those already in existence should be 
removed. 
I suggest, therefore, to the 
learned and presumably patriotic Senator 
the following points for consideration in his 
future attempts at reform: 
1. The abolition in tolo of fees. 
2. The simplification of rules of pro­ 
cedure, so as to make it possible for men of 
ordinary intelligence and business ability to 
present their own cases before any Court of 
original jurisdiction at least. 
i. The ptym ent by the Government 
(community) of the necessary councilors 
as officeraof Court, just as our Judges are 
paid. 
4. The absolute prohibition of contingent 
fees, these corruptors of justice and prolific 
source of vexation and unjust litigation. 
5. The establishment of “Courts of Recon­ 
ciliation,” in the nature of arbitration tri­ 
bunals, submission to which shall be made 
a conditio sine qua non to the standing of 
any case ia a Court of law.

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Citrus Fruits in Colusa. 
Ttie Or land News says: “Oranges are a good 
crop to grow in this vicinity. There are no 
large orchards in Colusa county, but when­ 
ever oranges have been put out the yield 
has 
been 
iu 
abundance of excellent 
quality. There is hardly a door-yard in 
this vicinity but what has a few’orange 
trees in it, and there are several quite large 
clusters of them. The orange in this vi­ 
cinity appears to mature at an earlier date 
and to hold on to the tree longer than in 
many other so-called orange regions. By 
remaining on the tree the orange is always 
ready for market, and the longer the orange 
hangs on the tree the richer is the flavor. 
Good orange land can be had in this vi­ 
cinity at from $20 to $40 per acre. The 
foothills are considered to be more espec­ 
ially adapted to the orange, but tbev 
will 
do 
well 
also 
in 
the 
valley. 
Michael 
Billou, 
who 
has 
a 
fine 
small 
orange 
grove 
abont 
eight 
miles east of Orland, sent the -Vetes a hand­ 
some bunch of the golden fruit last Wed­ 
nesday by W. H. Morrissey. On one little 
twig were four oranges that measured 
twelve and one-half inches in circumfer­ 
ence, and were of a rich gold color, the 
skin free from scale, mildew and rust. In 
fact, none of the oranges grown in Colusa 
county have these objectionable features. 
The oranges were very sweet and fully 
ripe. We have had some experience with 
oranges in the southern part of the State, 
and lenow whereof we speak when we say 
that the oranges grown by Mr. Billou are 
fully equal to anything that we have ever 
seen at Los Angeles or Pasadena. 
The 
oranges sent by Mr. Billou w<re seedlings, 
thin akin, rich in flavor and juicy. Spect 
& Co. sent away a number of boxes to the 
East and San Francisco, that the people 
can see what is raised in this localitv. 


Fruit Growing Activity iu Butte. 
Unusual activity has been displayed this 
season, in this vicinity, in the way of tree 
planting by some of our folks. The fruit 
industry has developed greatly here, and it 
has been proven to the entire satisfaction 
of everyone who has taken any trouble 
whatever to examine the business that 
there is no investment which pays any 
better than putting money into lruit trees 
and orchards. Among those who have 
been planting 
this 
season are W. J. 
O'Connor, who has set out 75 acres of apri­ 
cots, peaches and prunes: Park Hen- 
sbaw. who has planted 25 acres to apricots 
and French prunes; H. B. Reed has set 
out 50 acres, principally to Bartlett pears 
and apricots, and Mrs. George F. Jones, 
who has set out five acres to different 
kinds of fruits, Earll and Stansbury are 
also adding to their orchards 0:1 Little 
Chico, end btillson and Harris are putting 
in many acres on their place. All of these 
folks will be well repaid for their invest­ 
ment, and in five or six years will have a 
splendid income. The fruit industry ts yet 
in its infancy, and there is no danger 
whatever of its being overdone, as some 
fear. A n increase of acreage of orchards 
means cn increased demand for labor, 
which means work for a still larger popu­ 
lation than we now have. Chico is in the 
heart of a rich fruit section, and we pre­ 
dict that the day is not far distant when 
there will be thousands of acres of orchard 
within a ten-mile radius of Chico.— Chico 
Record.

It will be seen that Illinois still stands 
at the head in respect to railway mileage, 
as she has done for the last nineteeu years, 
i and now contains 9,911 miles, or nearly 
1,200 miles more than the next highest, 
and 2,237 miles more than the older, more 
populous and not much smaller Empire 
Slate, New York. 
The new State of Kan­ 
sas comes next with 8,716 miles, having 
jumped in four years from the eleventh 
place to the second. 
Iowa, Texas and 
Pennsylvania all come nearly together 
with considerably over 8,000 miles each, 
while Ohio and New York are the only 
States having Itetween 7,000 and 8,000 
miles. 
Michigan has 6,S09 miles, Indiana, 
Missouri, Wisconsin, Minnesota and Ne­ 
braska range between 5,000 and 6,000 
miles. California aud Colorado are near 
together with 
over 4,000 
miles, and 
Georgia, Dakota and Alabama range be- 
tweeu 3,000 aud 4,000 miles. 
In respect 
to rate of increase during the past ten 
years the order is greatly changed, several 
of the new States la.gelv distancing their 
older fellows. In ten years Texas has 
added 5,620 miles and Kansas 5,613 miles, 
Iowa, 3,587, Nebraska 3,454, Michigan 
3,136, 
Dakota 3,072—from 
the little 
nucleus of 400 miles—Oolorado 2,971, Wis- 
onsin 2.534, Illinois 2,333, Ohio 2,194, 
California 2,077, and so on. The («ercent- 
jg e of increase in the ten years iu some of 
these cases is still more remarkable than 
the actual mileage, as for example Dakota 
having increased nearly S00 per cent., 
while Texas gained nearly J25 per cent. 
Nebraska 110 per cent., Kansas nearly 100 
per cent., £tc. 
The eighteen States above named have 
111,871 mile* o f road, or over 71 |igr cent. 1

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Asphaltum Streets and Walks. 
W. C. Read, teprrseating the Pacific Pav­ 
ing Company of San Francisco, procured 
the approval yesterday of the majority of 
the property-owrers on H street, between 
Fourteenth 8nd Fifteenth, for paving that 
block with the asphaltum put down by 
the company. This will make it the finest 
paved block in-be city. A large 1,umber 
of the finest «tree's of the National Capital 
are paved in this manner, and it is there 
regarded as the most desirable for resi­ 
dence streets of any pavement known. It 
is also extensively in use in many of the 
other Eastern cities, and gives highest satis­ 
faction. When it was first put down in 
Washington, about twenty ypars ago, the 
question was raised as to whether or not it 
would stand the summer hent. Experience 
proved that it jielded somewhat to pres­ 
sure of hoof and tire during the warmest 
weather, bnt not to its injury. Washing­ 
ton is much warmer in summer than Sac­ 
ramento, and no objection could therefore 
be successfu'iv raided sgsinst it upon that 
ground for the streets of our State capital.

An adjourned meeting of the Convention 
of one hundred and ten delegates, ap­ 
pointed by the State Board of Trade, for 
the promoting of an exhibition of Califor­ 
nia in London, was held at Grangers’ Hall 
yesterday and was largely attended, not 
only by members of the Convention, but 
by others interested in the welfare and 
prosperity of the State. 
Shortly after 10 o’clock H. M. LaRue 
called the Convention to order and said: 
“Gentlemen: This is an adjourned meet­ 
ing of the Convention called by the State 
Board of Trade to take into consideration a 
London Exhibition. Mr. William H. Mills 
was the Chairman of that Convention. 
Last night I received a telegram from him 
stating that owing to the illness of his wife 
he would not be present and asking me to 
call this Convention to order, which I have 
done. I now await the pleasure of the 
Convention.” 
J. M. Davies, Secretary of the Conven­ 
tion, suggested that Eugene GermaiD, of 
L03 Angeles, First Vice-President of the 
Convention, take the chair. 
Mr. Germain came forward, was intro­ 
duced by Mr. LaRue and said: 
“Gentlemen of the Convention: I am glad 
to meet you and to be here and bring you 
greeting from the South. We have among 
us the President of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of Los Angeles. Mr. Jones, who is a 
very able speaker, and if the Convention 
has no objection, I would like to call him 
to the chair.” 
Mr. Jones requested that he be excused. 
THE WISH OF LOS ANGELES. 
Mr. Germain—The object of the meeting 
as I unders and it, is to discuss the appro­ 
priation we are asking from the Legislature. 
Prom our part of the country we are all in 
favor of getting an appropriation of $250,­ 
000. We think that any less amount would 
not do any good. I brought with me a 
large petition, signed by the prominent 
businessmen of Los Angeles.requesting the 
Governor to approve a bill of that nature. 
The Sfcretary will please read the names. 
Mr. La Rue—I presume it would be in 
order to have the minutes of the last meet­ 
ing read. 
There seems to have been some confusion 
as to what body was in session, as Charles 
B.Turrill, Secretary of the Executive Com­ 
mittee, was at the desk instead of J. M. 
Davies, the Secretary of the Convention. 
Mr. Turrill stated that he did not have the 
minutes of the Convention, but had the 
minutt-sof the Executive Committee, which 
he read and they were approved. 
M. M. ESTEE'S VIEWS. 
M. M. Estee, being called upon for a re­ 
port from the Committee on Legislation, 
said: 
“ The Committee on Legislation 
have not had a meeting for the reason that 
we have not been able to get together. Mr. 
Byington and I have not been able to 
reach, and Mr. LaRue and myself have not 
had a chance to meet until last night. Mr. 
Mills and myself met in San Francisco I 
drew up a bill, and I drew it up with a 
view of getting the sentiment of this Con­ 
vention and representing one side of one 
proposition. That bill 1 have with me. It 
does not voice the sentiment of the com­ 
mittee, except Mr. Mills and myself, and it 
only voices our sentiments provided this 
exhibition in LoDdon is to be a commercial 
exhibition; that is, an exhibition for the 
purpose of showing the products of Califor­ 
nia. In that view, after consulting Mr. 
Mills, I drew up the bill. I have been ex­ 
ceedingly busy, and Mr. Byington did not 
visit the city, and we kept putting it oil 
from day to day. Mr. LaRue is not re­ 
sponsible for the bill at all, nor Mr. Byiug- 
ton.Mr. LaRue—The San Francisco train 
does not arrive until about 12 o’clock, and 
there will probably be quite a number of 
members of the Convention 011 that train, 
and probably it would be well to take a re­ 
cess until 1 o’clock. 
Mr. Estee—At 3:15 I am compelled to 
leave, and for information only, if the 
meeting desires, I will read the bill. 1 
drew it up after c msu'ding with some 
prominent men. I know it does not rep­ 
resent the views of some of the commiitee. 
Mr. Estee then read the draft of the biil 
he had prepared, as follows : 
Section 1. There ¡din.I be appointed by the 
Governor seven Commissioners, aud as near as 
may be from the two great political parties of 
this State, one from each Congressional oistrict 
and one from the S'ate at large, and who shall 
be selected as nearly as jaissible to represent the 
varied industries ot the Slate, whose duty it 
shall be to gather and maiutain in the city ot 
London an exhibit of the products of California 
For this purpose they shat, elect from their own 
members a President, and appoint a Secretary, 
and such assistants as may be required. They 


that we might not do here, as a representa­ 
tive body of men. what we would not do 
were we legislators, or were we the Gov­ 
ernor of the State. These consideraiion* in­ 
duced me to modify niy views and report 
in favor of $50,000 á year. But, of course, 
that is only put in there merely to get up a 
discussion'and have you express your views 
aud put in such au amount as you may 
deem proper. 
80 far as the balance of the bill is con­ 
cerned it is intended to be entirely non­ 
partisan and it is intended to be for the 
benefit of every industry in the State. One 
Commissioner is to be selected from every 
Congressional District. 
Representative 
men from these districts are to be selected 
and they ought to be the ablest men in the 
district. 
The miDing industry must be 
represented, the wool industry must be 
represented, the manufacturing interests, 
the cereals, fraits and all of the industries 
of the State must be represented, and they 
will be under the seven Commissioners, and 
the number does not increase the expense 
to any considerable extent. 
H. M. LA BCE’s VIEWS. 
Mr. La Rue—Mr. President, as a mem­ 
ber of that committee, I have not had an 
opportunity of consulting with Mr. Estee, 
and did not see the bill nntil last evening ; 
but several days ago some parties who felt 
a great interest in this movement came to 
Sacramento City and asked me to look over 
a bill, in connection with them, referring 
to this same subject. They were in hearty 
accord with us, and, vyith that understand­ 
ing, I met with them. I looked over the 
bill and suggested quite a number ot 
changes, myself, Mr. Lubin and some 
others, and the bill was taken by these 
parties to the Legislature and introduced ; 
not in opposition 10 anything this Conven­ 
tion might do, but to help along the matter. 
As it differs somewhat from that read by 
Mr. Estee, I will read it. 
Mr. La Rue then read the following bill, 
which was introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
Moffitt; 
Section 1. It is hereby provided that an exhi­ 
bition of the products and industries of the 
State of California shall be made in London, 
England, for the purpose of developing the re­ 
sources of the State and the promotion of her 
commercial interests. 
Section 2. A Board of Commissioners is here­ 
by created to take charge of and manage such 
exhibit, which Board shall be known as the 
London Exhibition Commission of California. 
The Commissioners so created Bhail serve with­ 
out pay, but shall be allowed actual expenses 
incurred in business of the Board. The Com­ 
mission hereby created shall consist of seven 
members to be chosen as follows: One by tte 
Senate and Assembly in joint convention to bo 
held lor that purpose, who, when selected, shall 
be President ot the Commission, and one from 
each Congressional 'district in the State, to be 
elected by the members of the Senate and As­ 
sembly from the res: ective Congressional dis­ 
tricts, who shall meet in joint district Conven­ 
tion for that purpose. The members of the 
Commission shall be citizens of the I'nited 
States and qualified electors ot the State of Cali­ 
fornia, and the members from the respective 
Congressional districts shall be residents there­ 
of. The Commissioners under this Act shall 
hold office for the term ot two years or 
until toeir successors are appointed and 
qualified, and shall file their oaths of office wi:h 
the Secretary of btate within the time prescribed 
by law. Within twenty days after tne passage 
oi this Act the members of the Commission shall 
assemble in the State Capitol and organize r y 
the electi n of a Secretary and Treasurer, neither 
of whom shall be members of the Board. The 
Secretary aud Treasurer shall give bonds in sums 
to be fixed by the Board. Immediately after its 
organization the Board shall provide a seal, and 
all of its official acts shall be evidenced thereby 
aud by the signatures of its President and Secre­ 
tary. 'When organized, the Board shall notify 
the Secretary of State in writing of the fact, giv­ 
ing the names of its officers and a description of 
the device adopted for a seal, and thereafter 
shall notify that officer of any changes in the 
Board as they occur. When orgauized, the 
Board shall have exclusive charge, manage­ 
ment and control of and exclnsive power to re­ 
ceive and disburse all moneys appropriated un­ 
der this Act; it shail also have power to All all 
vacancies in the Board, occurring for any cause 
whatever, and to do all other things necessary 
or expedient within the purposes ot its crea­ 
tion, and shall have power to appoint honorary 
members of its body. 
Section 3. '1 he sum of $230,000 is hereby ap­ 
propriated out of auy moneys in the state

shall have full power to transport such products 
to London, to engage suitable rooms for the ex­ 
hibition iu that city, and to do and perform 
every act necessary to maintain the exhibit for 
a period of not less than two years. 
Section 2. Said Commis-ionets shall select one 
of their members to go to London and superin 
tend and have charge ol the exhibit, provided 
for in Section 1 of this Act. Such Commissioner 
shall receive as compensation for his services 
the sum ot three thousand dollars a year. But 
the remaining six Commissioners shall receive 
no compensation for their services, e icept such 
actual traveling expenses as may be incurred 
while engaged in the service of the Commission 
wilbin the State of California. 
Section 3. The sum of one ltu-idred thou­ 
sand dollars is hereby appropriated out of any 
funds in the State Treasury, which sum shall be 
paid to said Commission in twenty-four monthly 
installments for the maintenance of said exhibit 
of the products of the State of California iu the 
city of London, England. Not more than fifty 
thousand dollars of said sum shall be paid in 
auy one vear, and the State Controller is hereby 
directed to issue his warrant monthly in favor 
of the i’resident and Secretary of said Commis­ 
sion tor the sum of $1,166 66 upou the State 
Treasury, and the State Treasurer is hereby di­ 
rected tó nay the same Such warrant shall be 
¡-sued upon the order of the President and Sec­ 
retary of the Commission. 
Section 4. The sa>d Commission shall make 
to tne Governor and State Controller quarterly 
detailed financial statements of all moneys ex­ 
pended by it. 
Mr. Estee—Mr. Chairman, this does not 
represent the action of anybody in the 
committee except my3e’,f, after a consulta­ 
tion with Mr. Mills, and with a view only 
of maintaining a commercial exhibit. We 
want $250,000 if we can get it. From in­ 
formation which I have reason to believe 
was authiutic, it was thought by some peo­ 
ple who have something to say abjutthe 
Appropriation, that as the matter was ex­ 
perimental wc had better not commence at 
the top, but had better fill the bottle up by 
commencing at the bottom, and working 
up. and that therefore we had better com­ 
mence making an exhibit first of the pro­ 
ducts of California, like the mineral pro­ 
ducts, the wood aud timber, the citrus 
fruits, the deciduous l'ruits, the wool, the 
cereals, and the wines and brandies, the ob­ 
ject being to increase our commercial rela 
lions with Great Britain, making a market 
for our products. It was reported, Mr. 
Cbairmau, by tbe Fruit Union, 1 think, 
that the average price of green fruit last 
year to the producers in this section was 
one and one-fifth cents per pound ; that 
is at his home, after it was packed 
boxes.

that the wine interests, so far as ptice is 
concerned, is at the very lowest ebb. In 
other words, our supply of many of the 
peculiar and remarkable products of Cali­ 
fornia has apparently exceeded the de­ 
mand, when really it has not; because last 
year the United States imported 70,<XXi,000 
pounds of prunts from Europe, and yet 
everybody who is within the hearing of 
my voice knows that California could have 
produced every pound of it. And so it is 
with the olive and oiive oil, or will be in 
time. So it is with tbe oranges, lemons 
and walnuts. So it is with the raisin in­ 
dustry, and so it ought to be with wines 
and other of the peculiar products of Cali­ 
fornia. I have been informed by statisti­ 
cians who have examined it, that there are 
only about 300.000 square miles of tbe 
earth's surface outside of California where 
products incident and peculiar to California 
can be raised. 
Now let tne say that if we commenca in 
London by exhibiting merely the products 
of our Stale—not commencing too high 
but commencing at tbe bottom—say we 
have an exhibition of the products of Cal 
ifornia, such as our timber, mineral pro­ 
ducts, wines and brandies, fruits, canned 
and otherwise, if we can get them there 
green, our dried frnit and our nuts, why it 
would undoubtedly have a very marked 
effect and show to tbe commercial men 
there that these articles can be produced in 
California and at a reasonable tieure. But 
I have no pride of opinion about it. I find 
I changed my mind somewhat about the 
amount of the appropriation we should 
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THE NEW CLUB. 
ft la Fully Organized and Christened 
‘ Sutter.” 
About sixty of the 160 signers for a club 
organization met at the Court-house last 
night. J. O. Coleman, the former Chair­ 
man, nominated Judge J. W. Armstrong 
as temporary President and he was elected, 
W. R. Orinsby being the Secretary. The 
committee on plans and scheme of costs 
and income reported through A. Andrews 
and A. Abbott. The drawings of the new 
building were exhibited aud explained and 
approved by giving the bnilding or plans 
committee power to act. Judge Van F:eet 
and V. 8. McClatcby, from the Committee 
on Organization, reported a constitution 
and code of by-laws, which were read. 
The laws are substantially those of the 
Cosmos Club of Sau Francisco, of 
which the Sacramento club will be 
a close copy. Members are elected and ex­ 
pelled by the Board of Directors. Net 
more than three non-resident visitors' cards 
can be out for one member, at one time; 
one day each week may be set aside for 
ladies; non-resident members' dues are to 
be about one-third less than the dues of 
resident members; the Governor of the 
State is made a member during his term 
of office; the Secretary is to be the only 
salaried officer; membership property in­ 
terest reverts to the Club on retiracy or ex­ 
pulsion; gaming is prohibited, and the 
Directors are to enforce strict regulations 
for the domestic economy of the Club; vis­ 
itors’ cards are good for fifteen days, but a 
visitor’s card issues only by indorsement of 
two Directors. Alter the charter list closes 
the adjoining fee is to be $100. All the 
other laws are such as relate to 
meetings, duties of officers and members, 
etc. 
Those 
present 
then 
resolved 
themselves into an 
organized 
body 
for social club purposes and adopted 
the constitution and by-laws reported, 
except as to came. 
A ballot was 
then had for name, and it was re­ 
solved, by a vote of 30 for Sutter, to 20 for 
Sacramento, 6 for Cosmopolitan and 3 for 
Argonaut, to adopt the first as the club 
title. The following Directors were then 
chosen : Newton Booth, R. T. Devlin, A. 
Abbott, A. A. Van Voorhies, W. R. Orins­ 
by, Byrou McCreary and Adam Andrews. 
The club directed the Directors to incorpo­ 
rate the club. All other members on tbe 
list, but not present, were elected to the 
club. The Directois were authorized to 
lease the proposed rooms,, trorn the date of 
delivety, for two years, with the privilege 
of five, at $250 a month. The membership 
fees were ordered to be paid in by March 
1st, and the club then adjourned.

Section 4. The tkmtroller of State is hereby 
authorized and directed, upon the written re­ 
quisition of the Board of Commissioners, signed 
by the President, countersigned by the Secre­ 
tary and attested by the seal of the Board, to 
dra'w his warrant in favor of said Board as fol­

A long discussion followed on the merits 
of 'he two bills, of which the following is 
a liberal synopsis: 
Cristopher Green—From the reading of 
these two bills, 1 am inclined to think that 
the bill as read by Mr. Estee is '.he briefest 
and clearest of the two. I would, as a 
member of this Convention, be in favor of 
bis bill, providing tbe amount was raised 
to $250,000. In order to bring up some dis­ 
cussion, I move that the bill read by Mr. 
Estee be accepted by this meeting, provid­ 
ing the amount be raised from $100,000 to 
250.000. I think his bill is clearer and 
more to the point. 
A CONSERVATIVE VIEW. 
Ex-Senator Win. Johnston, of Richland, 
said : I am opposed to the amendment to 
tbe bill. I am in favor of Mr. Estee’s bill 
just as it was read. I think $100,000 is 
enough to experiment with. If we com­ 
mence wi ill $100,000 and find it profitable 
we can increase it after awhile. I do not 
think we can get $250,000 to begin with, 
and I think we can get $100,000. I hope 
that the good judgment of this convention 
w it be that we wiil commence with 51100,- 
0(A). therefore I move to strike out that part 
of Mr. Green’s motion referring to the ap­ 
propriation. 
ON THE OTHER HAND. 
A. T. Hatch—Mr. President, I am in 
favor of the nn.tion as made by Mr. Green, 
and I do not consider the appropriation cf 
$250.000 exorbitant. It does not amount 
to much, if any, more than twenty cents 
apiece for the population of the State. The 
nuraeious lengthy petitions here are an 
evidence of the willingness of the people 
to make this expenditure. I am in­ 
formed, I do not know how cor 
rectly, that the petition in San Fran­ 
cisco represents at least three-fourths of the 
taxable valuation of that city and county. 
Now if such is the case and the people of 
this State are willing to expend this money, 
I do not know where the economy comes 
n with a Legisla’ure that would desire to 
prevent it. These petitions are signed by 
the men who have accumulated the most 
money by reason of tbeir economy and 
thrift,'and ihe.v would not be likely to sanc­ 
tion this expenditure if they did not think 
it a wise move. I believe in making an 
exhibit ibere that we will be proud of. in 
siead i f one tbat we will be ashamed of: 
one that will be visited by the people ot 
Loudon. I am told that the exhibits there 
which at e simply an exhibit of commercial 
products, attract very small audiences, 
while a large and varied exhibit attracts 
those people who have some means that 
they wish to invest in lands, or mining, or 
timber. I am in hopes the motion of Mr. 
Green will prevail. 
Christopher Green—-I agree with the 
gentleman from Solano that if we are going 
to make an exhibition in London we ought 
to make one tbat is creditable. I do not 
think $100.000 is sufficient to put up at all; 
and to make an attractive display that 
would be any credit to California, and, as 
mv friend LaRue suggests, run it for two 
years. Now if the people of California feel 
so poor that they cannot afford twenty 
cents apiece to send a collection of our pro 
ducts to London, I say let us do away with 
it; because it would be more detrimental 
to the State of California to make a poor 
show thau it would be to not make any. 
It we are going to do anything let us do it 
as Californians. You know how it is with 
fairs. A small fair dots not attract people. 
Alreadv I notice in the papers one of tbe 
best counties of the State has given up her 
fair this year because it was not patronized 
last vear, yet we have from 8 000 to 10,000 
in Agricultural Hall every night during 
the State Fair. You make it an attraction 
and it will draw. 
Mr. Hatch—I would like to suggest that 
the Secretarv be allowed to lead tbe report 
of tbe Committee on Plan. 
If the plan is 
accepted we want money to carry it out. If 
we don’t accept that plan a smaller appro­ 
priation may do. 
Mr. Estee—There will certainly be a dis­ 
cussion as to adopting that plan because 1 do 
dot think there is money enough iu Amer­ 
ica to make it on tbat plan. I have looktd 
it over. 
It is a very able report, but it is 
too comprehensive for my conct ption of 
dollars. 
Mr. Hatch—W ouldn't it be well ero 'gh 
to adopt the plan and then ask money to 
carry it out? If wc agree upon this plan 
we want one sum of money.

The latter has 
just been opened by gambling “ immi­ 
grants” from Truckee. The Grand Jury 
will have no difficulty to ascertain the 
facts and find the “ tiger ” if they look for 
him,forjthese outlawed institutions are being 
run without any effort at secrecy, aud with­ 
out the slightest fear of, or attempted inter­ 
ference by the police authorities. The 
Grand Jury should not 
only put 
into operation effective interference with 
these games, but, when that has been 
done, should enter upon an earnest 
aud searching investigation as to the cause 
which has brought about this meekly lying 
down together of the faro-tiger aud tbe 
police lamb ; how it is that all gamts were 
effectively closed for sonic months upon 
the success of a “ reform-police ticket,” 
and then broke out again, as in certain davs 
of old, when the gamblers made monthly 
settlements where it would do the most 
good ? Tbe present police officials by per­ 
mitting the open, notorious running of faro 
games, confess cither their incompetency 
for their positions, or tbat their consciences 
under their oaths of office have been so­ 
laced in an etb ctive wav. Let the Grand 
Jury remain in session until this and 
other scandalous transac'ions which are 
now before it, have b?en probed to the bot­ 
tom, and, when the facts are ascertained, 
bring them to light with all their hitleous- 
ness. and tbe criminals to the bar of jus­ 
tice. 
Our City W ater supply.

cerned, I would say with great respect to 
m y friend, that there is not mouey enough 
in th e State Treasury to carry it out, and I 
am speaking very kindly, because I think 
it is a very able plan, but it is im m ense in 
it* conception, and it would be wonderful 
in its expenditures. In one word, this Con­ 
vention has got to be conservative. I am 
not saying a word against the $250,000, but 
let us not go before the Legislature with 
an y extreme. 
I adjure you to realize your 
situation as citizens of this State, and to 
bear in nnud that whatever we m ay pass 
here i« not m aking law, and the responsi­ 
bility of law m akers is very m uch greater 
than ours. 
1 have not a word to say about 
th e am ount. I leave that to the rest of you. 
but I adjure you to be careful and noi go 
into any extreme measures. 
Mr. H atch insisted that the plan ought 
to be adopted first and then the am ount 
needed could be determined. 
Dr. Obed Harvey, of Galt, thought the 
Convention ought first to decide how much 
m oney they would ask for and then m ake 
th e plan conform to that. H e was in favor 
of asking an appropriation of $250,000; 
w hether they would get it or not was an­ 
other question. 
NOT A COMMERCIAL EXHIBIT. 
David Lubin, of Sacramento, then ad­ 
dressed the Convention at length upon the 
whole subject. H e said : “It is just a ques­ 
tion as to w hat kind of an exhibition the 
people of this State desire to make. If we 
wish to show only our wheat, our woods, 
ou r fruits, our wines and the other products 
of California, it is not necessary for us to 
go there. 
I saw the products of the State 
o f California, its woods, its wine, its fruits, 
its gold and minerals, and I think almost 
everything we produce in California, in ita 
m useum . 
It is all there. 
If we wish to 
exhibit the products of the State we can do 
so, and it will be purely a commercial 
affair, suitable to be placed in one of the 
lanes—Mark lane or Mincing lane—and in­ 
vite m erchants to go there. 
I do not know 
as anyone should be opposed to placing our 
products there in '.bat form, but an appro- 
firiation of £100,000 lor that purpose is 
arce—I should think decidedly large. We 
m ight make that for about $10,000, perhaps 
less. The m erchants might do it them ­ 
selves. 
But this is as foreign to the propo­ 
sition before this Convention and before 
(he State as can be. The products of the 
State 
of 
California, 
however 
highly 
we may prize them , will attract neither 
boy nor girl, man nor woman in the city of 
London 
W e have such an exhibition, 
such an exhibition right here in the city 
c l Sacramento, and the people from the 
East just break their necks trying to see it. 
_ Mr Lubin went on to say that the Ital­ 
ians had made such an exhibit as attracted 
the attention of all classes. 
It covered a 
larger space than the Capitol grounds, ar­ 
ranged so as to show the characteristics of 
the various provinces. From 10,000 to 40,- 
C00 people visited it daily, while there were 
three or four other exhibits running at the 
sam e tim e tiiat were failures. 
H e ap- 
fireciated Mr. Iistee’s conservative position, 
nit he was convinced that £100.000 would 
<lo no good. 
It would be impossible to 
rent grounds and put up the necessary 
buildiugs f >r any such sum . 
People would 
n o t go to see fruit in bottles and raisins in 
boxes. 
They would flock to see phases of 
life in the West. The speaker cited the 
success ot Buffalo Bill and the fact that 
his 
arrival :;aved the American exhibit 
then in London fri m failure. If we wanted 
$100.000 t-) m ake a purely commercial dis­ 
play that was one proposition. 
If we 
wanted to attract the people of London to 
come and see California and show up what 
it can produce, that is another proposition. 
Mr. Lnbin presented a petition signed by a 
large num ber of business men of San 
Francisco who represent $200,000.000. 
He 
said that other petitions were at hand from 
Sacram ento, Los Angeles, and San Diego. 
It the tax payers wanted this appropriation 
made, the speaker wouid like to see the 
body of men that would stand up and op­ 
pose tne progress of this State. 
Let them 
p u t themselves on record and defeat it. 
[Applause.] 
W J labor, of Florin, spoke in favor of 
Mr. Lubin’a position. 
He was an English­ 
m an and had lived m any years in Loudon. 
The Irish exhibition in London had proved 
n failure and ibe loss bad been gome tliou- 
«niris of pounds, whereas the Dalian exhi- 
b ti >n had resulted in a profit of forty 
thousand pounds 
He hoped ihai if any 
exhibit of California products was made 
it 
would 
be an attraciive one

people of London were so accustomed to

Italy, with her 30,060,000 of 
people, her vast wealth and ancient civili- 
zatton, could beat us every time in an ex­ 
hibition of art, nut we could produce any­ 
thing that grows from the earth. Genius 
had not vet had an opportunity to develop 
art in tnis country. 
In addition tothe dis­ 
play of products, we ni'ght have stereop 
ticon views of scenery iu California, but an 
exhibition to compete wuli Italy would 
cost a m illion dollars. 
Mr. Hatch said that no one present 
thought of competing with Italy in the 
arts 
The object was to show California as 
slie is. 
THE SOUTHERN VIEW. 


Mr. Jones, of Los Angeles, said : 
I come 
np from the South, and 1 believe 1 know 
w hat the desire of our people is in regard 
to the exhibition, and the appropriation for 
it. The sentim ent is in favor of a first- 
class exhibition or none at all. [Applause ] 
We do not ask for the appropriation of a 
dollar from the State of California, and 
hope that not a dollar will be appropri­ 
ated unless there is sufficient to make it a 
creditable 
show, 
and 
I 
believe 
it 
is 
the opinion 
of 
our 
people 
that 
not 
less 
than 
$250 000 
is 
sufficient for the purpose. The speaker 
w ent on to say that the people of the south 
did uot believe a simple display of pro­ 
ducts would be attractive. It must be 
som ething on a grander scale that would 
show the characteristics of California in an 
artistic shape. 
Models of our m ountain 
scenery, the Yosemite valley, and many 
other things could be shown by our artists. 
T he twenty-four acres used by the Italian 
Exhibition could be made a- attractive as 
th e Italians bad made it, but in a different 
way. 
iMr. Lubin replied to Mr 
Estee's re­ 
m arks by a somewhat extended description 
of the Italian Exhibition. 
Mr. Estee was 
m istaken if he supposed the great attrac­ 
tion of the Italian Exhibition was the vast 
array of ancient art. 
We bad here iu Sac­ 
ram ento an art gallery second to none in 
th is country, except the one in W ashing­ 
ton, and although il was free, people did 
not go to see it iu very large num bers. In 
th e Italian 1 xbibition in London the great 
crowds would pass through between the 
long lines of statues, which cost thou­ 
sands 
of 
dollars, 
without 
stopping, 
to 
get 
to 
a 
little 
rookery where 
an Italian in his native costume was m ak­ 
ing some kind of pots and would stand 
and gape at him . 
He explained how 
M ount Vesuvius was shown by a m ountain 
of canvas with a stove under it and some 
sm oke coming out of the top, and that 
snch thiDgs could be gotten up as well by 
o u r own artists. “The art that attracted 
the most people,’’ said Mr. Lubin, “ was 
not ancient art. Jupiter, Saturn. Vulcan 
end the whole raft of the gods stood there 
and the people turned their backs on 
them .” 
Mr. H am ilton, the architect, spoke in the 
sam e strain. 
A. P. H all, of Placer county, said there 
was no difference of opinion as to the pro­ 
priety of a first-class exhibit if they could 
get the $250,000. 
If it was possible to get 
tbat am ount appropriated he thoaght they 
shoald do it. 
S. E. Carrington, of Sacramento, said: “ I 
believe that the proper thing for us to do in 
order to get along with this business is to 
determ ine w hether we will have sim ply 
and purely an industrial exhibit. If we are 
S«ing to exhibit sim ply the industries and 
.products of the Stale we do not want to 
ask for $100,000. 
We do not want to ask 
io r more than $25,000, aud it is useless for 
us to waste any tim e in discussing any­ 
th in g concerning decorations. 
It is for us 
to decide w hether we will m ake an exhibit 
o f the products of the State, or w hether we 


will go beyond that and represent the State 
and its nature. I believe we should decide 
□pon that. If it is to be only a display of 
the industries I for one shall vote not to 
have any at all, for I believe we are 
represented there already. if we are going 
to have the other, let us vote for enough to 
make it a success, or else for none at all.” 
C-ontiuuing his rem arks, the speaker said 
that one objection he had to Mr. LaRue’s 
bill was tbat no larger portion of the money 
was available for the opening of the ex­ 
hibition, w hen the most would be required. 
After it was once in operation it was ex­ 
pected to be nearly self-sustaining. 
Mr. Estee replied that there would not 
be enough money in the treasury to pay 
$250,000 between now and next June, hence 
he apprehended Mr. Lubin took that into 
consideration, after consultation with the 
financial departm ents of the State. 
Mr. Carrington—I want to ask m y friend 
Mr. Estee, how we can vote upon an 
am ount when we do not know w hat we 
w ant to buy ? 
Mr. Estee—I am willing to settle the 
question. I am willing that this delega­ 
tion here should settle it. I have m y ideas, 
but I am not going to put my ideas in the 
way of others. 
George W . Hancock of Sacramento spoke 
in favor of $250,000. H e said it cost $100,­ 
000 to run the State Fair for two weeks, 
and that sum would not be m uch in Lon­ 
don. They could get $250,000 just as easily 
as they could get $100,000. 
The’ question was put on Mr. Green's 
motion and it was carried, am ending Mr. 
Estee’s bill by inserting $250,000 instead of 
£100,000. 
Mr. Estee called attention to the fact that 
the section would have to be amended in 
other respects in order to conform to this 
am endm ent. 
The Convention then took a recess until 
1 o’clock r. M. 
A fternoon Session. 
The meeting was called to order at 1:30 
p. M. 
Several letters and telegrams of regret 
were read by the Secretary. 
H e also 
called the roll of the Executive Committee 
of the State Board of Trade and a quorum 
responded to their names. 
Prof. E. W. Hilgard being called upon 
for a few rem arks took the floor and spoke 
briefly. H e said there was no gainsaying 
the fact tbat the time bad come when Cali­ 
fornia m ust look beyond her borders for a 
m arket for her products. 
We have been 
planting orchards and vineyards for years, 
every year more and more come into bear­ 
ing until it is no longer a question of 
w hether looking for a foreign m arket is 
the proper thing to do but it was a m atter 
of 
necessity. 
The 
trouble 
with 
us 
and 
with 
our 
resources 
is 
that we are not known beyond our 
State lines. W e are not known outside. 
There are but few people in the East who 
know anything of the productiveness of 
this W estern country. If we were thor­ 
oughly kuown aud understood iu the East 
we would be m uch more prosperous. 
We 
a re a competitor with Italy in almost all 
our products. She has made a big show in 
London, and we m ust m ake a bigger. 
We 
m ust m ake a large one, or none at all. 
W e m ust have som ething to exhibit besides 
the products of our soil. 
We cannot m ake 
an attractive exhibition w ithout consider­ 
able expense. 
We w ant 
no picayune 
business. 
We should show off not alone 
our grapes, figs and olives, but should re­ 
produce our natural beauties in m iniature. 
We can, if we try, come up to the Italian 
standard. We m ust push our way. The 
tim e has come for action. California m ust 
have a m arket for her products. We need 
money, and plenty of it. 
R. B. Blowers said tbat he estimated 
that at this tim e there were probably 46.000 
acres of prunes alone in California. Put 
th 5 crop four years from now at two tons 
to the acre—a low estimate—and we would 
have 185,000,000 of pounds. If we do not 
increase our m arket in some way, we shall 
lose probably one cent per pound on the 
crop, w hich alone makes $1,850,000. Say 
we lose two cents per pound, our loss on 
that one crop would be $3,700,000. 
We can 
teadily see how small the $250,000 asked 
for looks in the light of w hat it will benefit 
the State. 
Mr. Estee thought the m atter had been 
discussed sufficiently, and suggested that 
the Executive Committee go into session. 
A. P. H all, of Placer, moved that an 
evening session be held in the Assembly 
Cfianiber, and that the members of the Leg­ 
islature and Governor be invited to be pres­ 
ent. 
After some further talk on the m atter, a 
committee, composed of Messrs. Hancock 
Smith and Carrington, was sent to the 
Capitol to inform the Legislature of their 
action. 
Ex-Senator Rontier made a short :iddress. 
He said America’s market for her produce 
was in England, not France. 
The following gentlemen were chosen to 
address the meeting in the Assembly cham ­ 
ber:

EVEN IN G SESSION. 


Convention Delegates 
and 
Legiilatora 
Meet in the Assembly Chamber. 
A t 8:15 p. m. the meeting was called to 
order in the Assembly chamber by H . M. 
LaRue. 
Mr. LaRue stated the objects of 
the meeting. H e said in California to-day 
we were producing more than we could 
profitably m arket. H e believed if wecould 
succeed in getting the appropriation we 
could open up a new and profitable market. 
W ith our prolific soil, our excellent climate, 
there is no reason why California should 
not supply the markets of England. If we 
make that exhibit, aud m aintain it for two . 
years, then we can cope successfully w ith 
France, Italy and Spain in the English 
m arket and on the continent of Europe. 
Mr. H ilgard was introduced as the fitst 
speaker. 
H e said he had taken pains to 
m ake the people of the East understand 
w hat California is. They hardly know 
anything in the East about the Pacific 
slope. California is cheaply advertised on 
paper in London. 
W hat they want is facts, 
and we m ust place facts before parties 
whom we expect to become our best cus­ 
tomers. The citrus fruits, nuts and olives 
will make the mouth water when the E u­ 
ropean is given to understand that they 
grow in a temperate climate. People do 
not believe what is said of it. It is “ Cali- 
ifornia brag.” they say, when we tell the 
truth. California is very m uch larger thau 
Italy, 
yet 
she 
has made an 
exhibit 
in London costing her over $4,000,000. 
Eastern 
and 
European 
citizens 
re­ 
gard 
us 
as 
selfish, 
not 
to 
ad­ 
vertise 
and 
show 
ourselves 
in 
the 
Í;reat m arts of the world. 
London is a 
arge country. 
It is not a city, but a na- 
tiou, and a sm all exhibit would be lost. 
Such would be entirely lost. 
It m ust be 
on a scale comm ensurate with our produc­ 
tion. The am ount asked is sm all enough. 
The plans, so far as outlined, show that no 
interest will be neglected. 
We wanl our 
educational and architectural facilities also 
shown up. 
A. T. H atch, President of the State 
Board of Trade, was the next speaker. We 
think the London exhibit a necessity. 
It 
comes from the fact that we are so far re­ 
moved from the m arket for our goods. 
No 
better way can it be done than by taking 
our goods to them . 
SVe m ust find some 
other means than piles of goods to attract 
them . It is not only the commerce that 
will be gained thereby, but it will bring to 
our golden shores the tourists of the world, 
who will leave portions of their fortunes 
under our genial skies. 
We w ant to take 
to them , and place on exhibition, things 
they do not think we can raise. Seeing is 
believing, and eating is the naked truth. 
Italy, at a tim e just past, spent $2.500.000 in 
an English display. Did not England know 
Italy ? If so, why did she see the necessity 
of such an advertisement. A sm all display 
in London would not be worth anything. 
We expect the sum asked of the Legis­ 
lature will place an exhibition in London 
that could not be bought for $1,000,000. 
One man 
proffers 
$5,000 
or $10,000 
worth of brandy, and others carloads of 
wine, grain 
and 
rrisins. 
W e 
want 
to show them we can displiy all the fruits 
of the M editerranean. Display our scenery, 
our methods of work, in fact, m ake our ex­ 
hibition a veritable California one. 
Make 
it attractive, for if we fail in that our effort 
is lost. 
We wish to attract both the com­ 
mercial class and tourists. The last named 
can find more satisfaction in California 
than any other section on the globe—sights 
that tongne cannot express, nor pen pict­ 
ure. 
\Y e also could interest a large num ­ 
ber of investors. 
We wish to show them 
what we have for them to eat, for them to 
see and for them to profit by. 
We want 
$250,000—or nothing. W e prefer nothing, if 
we cannot get $250,000 for this great cause, 
whose value cannot be measured in dollars 
and cents. 
We believe it will be passed, 
for tne people of California desire it. All 
classes favor it. There are some who ob­ 
ject, but all those who wish for the best for 
California demand it. 
We hope it will be 
placed in the hands of those who will use 
it economically and handle it to the best 
advantage. 
David Lubin, the originator of tbs idea 
to establish a London exhibit, was the n<xt 
speaker. 
In introducing him to the audi­ 
ence, Mr. La Rue said: "M r. Lubin is no 
doubt better posted upon the subject than 
any other, and during his recent tour of 
Europe he brought back to California m any 
valuable ideas.” 
Mr. Lubin said there had 
been two great discoveries in California— 
gold and fruit. The first was accidental; 
the second alm ost an accident. 
The vine- 
yardists and orchardista to-day have the 
product of the soil upon their hands and 
no m arket for it. 
If this is true then it is 
dishonest to ask for further im m igration. 
Let them stand np to-day and show where­ 
in there is profit in fruit, 
l’ush our fruits 
to the Eas ern m arkets. 
W e have done 
so. 
They 
are 
in 
the Eastern 
cities 
and 
are 
not 
sold. 
Here ia destined 
an empire to be founded fairer than any of 
antiquity. Our golden fruits were not in­ 
tended for awine. 
Grapes and golden ap­ 
ples were never intended for the hog. 
These men are not merchants, the m em ­ 
bers of the chambers of commerce, they 
are not destined to do great works for m an­ 
kind. They say I am too fnll of theories. 
W hat were the figures I brought to them ? 
They said 
I 
m ust authenticate them. 
I went to the Custom-house and verified 
them . 
In 
Europe man gets 18 cents, 
woman 9 cents. 
No eat, no sleep. No 
land, for it belongs to the lord. 
I found San Jose Packing Company’s 
goods in Vienna. 
I found we could com­ 
pete with the 20 cent people in Europe be­ 
cause there were so m any who had to 
divide the profit on a box of fruit that we 
can compete w ith them . 
In 1884 we 
shipped to England 120.694 cases of Am er­ 
ican goods that competed with Spanish and 
Italian producers. 
We want not only the 
m erchant, but we w ant the consum er.’ Let 
him have a fair test of our goods aud be 
will dem and them of hia m erchant, and 
the m erchant m ust keep in sto ck the arti­ 
cles called for. 
Every petition is a battle 
and the battle is won. 
Here ere the peti­ 
tions, and they represent $200,600,000 of 
capital. The man who puts hia veto on 
thi3 will go against the best interests of the 
State. 
W hile some of you may differ with 
us, I wish you would look into this m atter 
and give it a fair consideration. 
Major E. W. Jones, President of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Los Angeles, was 
next introduced. H e said the m atter had 
been given consideration by his constitu­ 
ent*—the London 
Exhibit. H is people 
were heartily in sym pathy with it. They 
wanted only a thoroughly representative 
exhibit, which would necessitate an appro­ 
priation of $250.000 and it is not w orth ap­ 
propriating one dollar leas. 
It will be 
easy to make an exhibit of California 
products for $25,000. 
Such an exhibit 
would be lost in London. 
H e believed in 
sending specimens of scenery, her falls, 
m ountains, chasms, of her savagery, sem i­ 
barbarity, civilization and enlightenm ent. 
Any mem ber of the Legislature that casts 
bis vote against this measure will be m ak­ 
ing a mistake. 
We w ant a better m arket 
than we have. 
W e have worlds of fruit 
aud the whole State is beiDg rapidly filled 
w ith groves of orchards. 
In 
Southern 
California we need a larger and more ex­ 
tended m arket. 
The $250.000 appropri­ 
ated by the State will perhaps be returned 
the first year. 
C. B. Turrell, of San Diego, was next in ­ 
troduced and gave the meeting • brief out­ 
line of the plan of work, which was given 
in detail at the afternoon meeting, and 
which appears in another portion of this 
report. H e said ten cents from each in ­ 
habitant for tw o years wonld give it. H e 
said be did not believe there was a poof 
m an who would not pay hia proportion to 
build up the section arouna his hom e. 
11 There m ust be no north nor ’jouth, no 
east, m iddle so r western, but a ll sections 


m ust be represented. The New Orleans 
Exposition brought over $20,000,000 of gold 
into California. If th at ia true what m nst 
be the result of the proposed exhibit in 
London with her 5,000,000 of people. 
Let 
us m ake the nam e of Calilornia known 
throughout the world. 
Mr. Leonard Coate-, of Napa, said all the 
members of the Committee of 110 look 
upon it as a commercial enterprise. The 
other attractions are sim ply auxilaries. 
Something unique, som ething strictly Cali- 
ifornia. 
A. P. H all, of Placer, said he could not 
add to anything that had been said. 
H e 
regarded this as (he most profitable enter­ 
prise ever proposed in this State. 
We 
must endeavor to enlarge the scope of our 
m arket. There is no place where a m ar­ 
ket would be so desirable as in England 
and in London, the metropolis not only of 
Eugland, but of the world. Being a pro­ 
ducer, I feel the im portance of this ques­ 
tion, and I think it is vital to the best in ­ 
terests of California. 
If they give it the 
consideration they should they will cer­ 
tainly pass it. If we aliow this oppor­ 
tunity to go by it m ay be years before we 
can accomplish it.
